DEATH OF MR. E. ROBINSON.

Not long ago the legal profession in the 
Colony met to mourn the loss of one of its 
leading members, 
now its number has been further reduced by 
the death of Mr. E. Robinson. barrister-at-low,. 
who expired in the Government Civil Hospital 


from dysentery at five minutes past four 


o'clock yesterday morning. Mr. Robinson had 
gone to Shanghai for a mich-needed change and 
rest, On bis way back, however, on board the 
last French mail down, he commenced to be 
serionsly ill, and his case was critical when 
he returned to the Colony on the 20th inst. 
consequence he was with all speed. taken 
on the same day to the Government Civil/Hos- 
pital to undergo treatment for dysentery, which 
he appears to have contracted whiloap- country 
near Shanghai. His stute rapidly.assumed a 
worse aspect, and, instead of“mouding, he ssnk 
and died, as already stats, yosterduy morning 
Deceased was 45 yodrs of age. By his death 
the numberof birristers in Hongkong is re- 
diuce@o threo - the Hon. H. E. Pollock, K.C., 
“E. H. Sharp, and the Hon, Dr. Ho Kai. 
At 4 pan. yesterday the fanoral procession, 
which was very. widely attended in' spite of the 
guddonness of Mr.. Robinson's death, left the 
ospital, and about 5 o'clock passed the Mont- 
ment on its way to the Happy Valley, where 
the last rites took place. There wore present 
‘representatives of the Government, the legal 
profession, aud every firm of solicitors in the 
Colony, beside a number of personal friends. 
Mr. Robinson, who came to this Colony from 
Shanghai, where he originally practised, was 
called to Gray'sInn on the 25th January, 1881. 
Hoe came out to the Far Hast soon after being 
called, and after a few yoars spont in Shanghai 
‘te removol to Hongkong, being addmitted to 
the Supreme Court here on 5th: January, 1838.

Chapel on Siang-ch un-street in suid cily of 
Clvangsha, and falsely declaring himself a don- 
vert,-asked for-Christian—books-on_preten: a 
desiring to help in spreading the Christian 
ductrine. In this way the said Chow Ting- 
ch'in obtained twenty-seven Christian books 
from the said Chapel. Having done 50, ho 
auddenly presontoil himself at the Kuang Lung 
cash ghop on Nanchéng-streot and also at the 
house of Lu Jui-sény, head constable of the 
34th ward of Shanhua district (also within 
Civangshs city), to whom he falsely made him- 
self out to bo a colporteur sunt by the Ofixgion 
to soll books. At the samo time he begau 
spreading a awalicious rumour to the offect 
that he had seon with his own eyo: two 
young children’ murdered in tho chopol at 
the Yonchiat’ang. embankments, that their 
eyeballs had beon then abstracted, und the 
bodies ‘subsequently buried beneath the chapel 
flooring. These he declared to be actual .facts 
of which he bad been an! eye-witness. . “his 
mutter Laving been reported to us, we at once 
ordered the deputy (weiyuan) of the Defence 
Bareau to make strict-scarch for the man. and 
arrest him, und we also notified the memboxs of 
the various chapels aud put them ‘on their guard 
and also instrncted them to make diligent 
search for the said Chou ‘Ting-ch’iu, Eventu- 
ally this man was seized by ‘the Pastor, Siao 
Ph-vang, who sent him to the Burean of 
Chon. Ting-ch’iu was recog. 
nised by ull parties concerned, who bore witness 
to what he had done, and he then frankly con- 
fessed to his ill-deeds without reservation. -In 


:consideration of this, Chon ‘ling-ch’iu was 


eventually hunded over to the prefect of Ch’'ang- 
sha for confinement, to await further vrders. 
This is on record. : : 

Now the practico of falsoly creating reports 
of the murder of children tor tha'purpese of 
abstracting their eye-bails, has been the usaal 
subterfuge for years of crafty people amongst 
the masses, and loators and rowdies to falsely 
soouse and so create riots against the Chistian 
chapels, Indeed, during-the first years of the 
reign of T'ang Chih [Note ‘his last sentence 


| should he “during the datter portion of the 


reign of T'nng Chih ”—that is to: say, in 1470, 
following the sanguinary episode of the Tien- 
tsin’ massacre.—Travslator.] when tho [ate 
Hirst Marquis Tséng settied the- affair at 
‘Mientsin, His Excellency did already at that 
time explain clearly in explicitly-worded pro- 
clamations .thut such’ accugstions were entirely 
false. We feel certain that the people and 
literati of Hunan province are well wore of 
this declaration. of the late’ Marquis. We 
hardly expected, in view of the recent great 
enlightenment in Hunan, that there could’ still 
ba men found willing to pick up such incon- 
siderate words and spread them abont as 
rumours to strike [at-Christiaaw Missions], 

In investigating the reasons [which led Chou 
Ting-ch'iu to act us he did} ‘it seemed clear 
enough that if he did not falsely proclaim him- 
self a believer in the Christian doctrine he could 
never have obtained tho Christian books ; and if 
he did not carry about with him these Christian 
bvoks he could not make people believe in his: 
words to any extont.’ In a word, the craftinoss 
aud lying propensities of such men ea Chon 
Ting-ch‘iu make ns profoundly indignant, whilst 
their ignorance and crassnoss appear pitiable, 

In lute years we have repeatedly respect- 
fully rend snecessive Impariat deorees dearly 
explaining that missionaries in disseminat- 
ing the Christisn doctrine aimed only at 
exhorting people .to do good deeds, in 
consequence. of which thy Imperial com- 
mands impressed upon all local officisls in 
the Empire to protest to their utmost ability 
said missionaries. Hence all of us, commoners 
and literati, should in all honesty and loyalty to’ 
the Throne reverently and tremblingly oboy 
tho Imporial commands se -plainly worded. for 
tho,information of ail. We should consider it to 
be our hounden duty to be law-abiding, each 
one peacefully following his own arocations, 


-| and avoid all matters of’ contention lending to 


the creation of disturbances and riots, in order 
that’ we may all supplement. the deep. and 
earnest desire of the Throne to treat kindly all 
people coming from far-off lands, and so con- 
duce to’ the masses living at peace with the 
Christians. -7 


Wo, therofore, hereby issne the present 
proclamation for the information of all classes 
of the people, They must know that the 
manofacturing of rumours and the creating of 
disturbances and riots are crimes in the eye of 
the law, which must be punished without fail: 
As & matter of fact many culprits have been 
repeatedly severely. punished for them, as may 
ze seen trom the records of successive years. 
Just think of tho consvyuences which invariably 
fall ou the men who open their ‘mouths ‘at 
random aud manufacture lying reports. They 
may feol exhilaration for the timo being, it is 
true, at the enccess of. their lies. but by this 
they have broughi themselves within the pate 
of the law a8 criminals and law-breakers, and; at 
the end, thongh each may possess a hundred 
bodies he cannot ransom himself from ths doom. 
pursuing him to the last. ‘Yon all have actually!

Tho Témes Tokyo correspondent wroto in 
August last:— 

Japan and Corea aro in trouble about o 
question that has periodically. disturbed their 
relations during thu past 20 years, ‘The treaty 
between the two Empires provides that whon- 
over, owing to crop futlure in “Corea, tho 
Government of that country bas 2vason to 
apprehond o scarcily of food, it may temporarily 
prohibit the export of grain from any or all of 
the Corean open ports. ‘I'his sesson, owing to 
long-continued drought, the contingexcy con- 
templaied hy the treaty is supposed to havo 
arisen; and the Corean Government, towards 
‘the close of July, issued an edict vetoing the 
export of at] ‘kinds of ¢oreuls,. the em- 
bargo {o become effective from August 
26. What this means to Jopanoe merchants 
is at once oxplained by tho Customs 
returns, which show that’ whereas the tdtal 
_¥alne of Coren’s exports to Japun last year was 
nine million yen in round numbers, beans, rice, 
and other cereals’ reprasented 73 millions of 
that amonnt.  ‘hns the imposition of such an 
embargo practically. siguilies the extinction of 
the export trade to Japan tor this year, There 
is no question that Corea is within her rights 
when she takes such a styp—so fur, at least, ax 
rice is concorned;. though it may reasonably be 
‘doubted whother beans tall properly within the 
limits of the term “*giain.” But what the 
Japunese allege is that Coren’s aot is pre- 
mature, o failure of the crops not being yet 
certain, and that her previpitancy is aue 
not ‘to solicitudy. about the people's wants, 
but to tho covetousucss of locat officials. 
For when a veto “is imposed agsinst the 
export of cereals, it applies uot only to oversea 
trade, but also {o interproviuciul wansactions ; 
so that, although one district may happen to 
have an abundant harvest, whereas its neigh- 
bouring district is fumishing, tho former is not 
allowed to supply the latter's.wants, There, 
however, the local officials come in. They can 
always elude an embargo, which is ineffective 
unless they enforce it; and they do. always 
eludo this particular kind of embargo by pur- 
chasing grain in the regions cf plonty und 
selling it in the regions of scarcity, to their 
own groat advantage. Hence the Japaneso 
contend that tho Secon] Government has been 
misled by exaggeratod reports from tho provin- 
dal authorities, who see their account in the 
step they recommend. The representative of 
Japan in Seval has-exorted himself vigorously 
to bevs the veto withdrawn, or at any rato 
suspended until less equivocal information 
can be obtained about harvest yrospects, . But 
he has been quite unsuccessful; aud’ it is 
now thought that the Japanese Gorernment 
will endeavour to havo this clange sltogether 
expunged from the treaty asa voxations and 
impradent interference with freedom of trude. 
Tho '‘fokyo man in the strest has his own view 
about. Corea’s reversion to courwes.. which con- 
"tributed vicariously to the fracas.with China in 
1894, when tho now colebrated Governor Yuan 
Shih-kai of Shantung carried things with a 
high hand as Chinese Resident in tho Corean 
capital. Thot view is that, by some ocvult 
process, Russia and France aro Corea's 
rompters on the present occasion, and that, 
just-as Resident Yuan strengthened the little 
‘empire's vertebra against Japan on the occasion 
of asimilar complication seven years ago, 80 
M. Pavloff is pashing her into the lists now. 
Phis view may perhaps merely reflect the mood 
of the Japanese people and indicate their belief 
that the pro-Raussian clique has the uscendency 
in Seoul at present. 

The Manchurian problem is again beginning 
to harass the Japanese people. heir ideas 
about Kar Eastern politics have orystallised 
perepptibly during the ‘ past’ twelyemonth. 
When Germany seized Kisochau and Itussia 
took Port Artour, the immediste storm: and

A men’s occupation would frequently most 
readily distinguish him from his fellows, and it 
is therefore by no means wranidertol thata very 
large proportion of English surnames aro de- 
rived from occupations. The one which occurs 
most frequently is, of course, Smith, Canon 
Bardsley estimated the number of English 
Smiths at about 300,000. “And the reason is 
that their name was formerly applied to a great 
variety of trades. The word comes from tho 
Anglo-Saxon. “smitan,” to smite; and was 
given to carpenters, mason, and other workers 
in wood and stone, os well as t workers in 
metal. It was in fact, appli¢d toall who were
